EXPERIMENT STATION CONTEMPLATES 
SUMMER COURSE IN FUMIGATION 


That the war is taking an increasingly I 
large 
number 
of the best 
workmen 
from out the citrus industry, and hit­ 
ting 
especially 
hard 
the 
fumigation 
contractors is known to be a fact, as 
borne out by statements from large as­ 
sociations and private contractors. The 
Citrus Experiment Station at Riversido 
has taken no'tice of the fnct that in all 
lines pertaining to the citrus industry 
the skilled 
men are becoming more 
„ scarce each month. 
Packing 
associa­ 
tions are using trained men, and it is 
pot. &f all out" of thg 
w a i T 
t 
o 
s 
a 
v 
that 
during the sainroer,-before" us the citrus 
industry must readjust itself on new 
labor lines. 


Recently I wrote an article pointing 
out that generators in the fumigating 
business are either in the army, 
or 
have gone to more enticing positions, 
and that it might bo a good idea to 
seriously consider the matter of making 
"every 
rancher his own 
generator." 
That schools in generating hydrocynno- 
gen gas might be conducted this sum­ 
mer at the Citrus Experiment 
Station 
was a thought that I expressed. 
After 
reading this article, Dr. H. J. Quayle, 
entomologist at the experiment station, 
writes me a letter in which he very 
much approves the plan as it is tenta­ 
tively offered, and says that the station 
has been making some plans for such a 
course of instruction. 


Dr. Quayle says, however, 'thrit he 
believes there would be some difficulty 
in 
getting 
ranchers 
to attend 
such 
courses at the Citrus Experiment Sta­ 
tion, or rather that it would be out of 


the question to get them all to attend. 
He supposes that those who took the 
course might teach others at home. 


It is possible, however, 
that 
this 
school 
of 
instruction 
in 
generating 
might be held in all citrus localities 
this summer, one place after 
another, 
in order that a large number of ranch­ 
ers nif-y be prepared for the fall fumi­ 
gating. This plan would have a distinct 
advantage over that of a centralized 
place of instruction. 
Several associa­ 
tion managers with whom I have talked 
on this subject are seriously in favor of 
the idea. 


r The teaching of each owner of a* 
grove how to generate for 
fumigation 
will do more than merely to supply ex­ 
pert generators when the fall season of 
fumigation op'ens. It will make it pos­ 
sible for the rancher to generate 
for 
his own grove, while at the same time 
he will be the superintendent of this 
most important work, and will know if 
it 
has 
been 
accomplished 
properly. 
When a man is spending from three to 
four hundred dollars for a job of fumi­ 
gating, upon which will rest the ques; 
tion of his getting a normal crop the 
next year, he should have a practical 
knowledge of what should be done to 
make that job of fumigating 
a first 
class job. 


It is entirely possible that a number 
of practical fumigating contractors will 
cooperate with the Citrus Experiment 
Station 
this 
summer 
in 
conducting 
those schools in generating. It is cer­ 
tainly a live question 
in which 
the 
rancher will undoubtedly be interested.

JUNE DBOP ASCRIBED TO 


LOW HUMIDITY BY AUTHORS 


The thoughts of many citrus grow­ 
ers are turning rather 
apprehensively 
at this time toward what has become 
to be known 
as the " J u n e 
drop," 
which is, according to the 
calendar, 
about due. 
/ 


Scientific men have various theories 
on its cause and prevention. 
It 
has 
been shown that in many sections the 
strong, vigorous trees did not 
suffer, 
an argument in favor of careful selec­ 
tion of buds and the exercise of the 
best of care in cultivation in its broad 
sense. 


Dr. C. E. Coit, farm 
advisor, 
and 
Prof. R. W. Hodgson, assistant 
farm 
advisor for Los Angeles county, made 
a careful study of the causes of this 
trouble which has cost the citrus grow­ 
er many thousands of dollars each year 
and as a result issued a bulletin (No. 
290) last January on the subject. 


Some of 
the conclusions are 
sum­ 
marized in the following: 


That the June drop has been found 
to be due to two causes; first, a fungus, 
(Alternaria) whieh causes a relatively 
email proportion of the drop most sea­ 
sons, but some years it is quite bad. 
In 1916 this fungus was generally pre­ 
valent throughout the citrus sections, 
but in 1917, due to the weather condi­ 
tions existing at the time of blossom­ 
ing,

/fhat the most important cause leading 
to June drop consists in extremely low 
atmospheric humidity 
which leads to 
the loss of 
more water from 
citrus 
trees than they are able to obtain from 
the soil, bringing about water deficits | 
in the leaves tnd fruits.

after day and is sufficient to initiate 
what is known as an abscission process j cooled 1

creased by adding water vapor to the 
atmosphere by means of growing sum­ 
mer crops which take water from 
the

Since the time when man first began 
to plant thing* in the soil, he has known 
that decayed vegetable matter was Na­ 
ture's most important plant food. 
He 
learned that the river bottoms and the 
intervales along rivers were vastly more 
productive than the hillsides, for the 
reason that the vegetable humus had 
been washed from the hillsides, and had 
been deposited by the erosion of the 
rains in the low places. 


The earliest farmers knew that 
if 
they could drain the lowlands, the soil 
would produce in abundance, while it 
not only was difficult to fight drought 
on the hillside.", but 
the plant 
food 
would not stay for long on those hill­ 
sides. 
Hillside farming is only possi­ 
ble where there has been the niinimun 
of erosion, and where the soil is forti­ 
fied by some kind of fertilizers intro­ 
duced arbitrarily into the soil. 


In 
Ireland, 
for 
instance, 
it was 
learned that the bog lands were wonder­ 
fully productive when 
drained. 
The 
common, potato has even come to be 
generally known as the Irish potato, not 
because it was discovered in Ireland, 
for it wns first found in America, but 
because the boglands of Ireland raise 
the most wonderful potatoes in 
the 
world. 


This Irish bogland 
is peat. 
Web­ 
ster's dictionary says that peat is a 
carbonaceous substance} formed by par­ 
tial decomposition in water of various 
plants, such as mosses, tules, grasses, 
leaves, 
and 
in 
fact 
the 
vegetable 
debris that is brought down by rivers 
when 
in 
freshet. 
Masses 
of 
tulcs 
or reeds arc deposited in their whole, 
or partially whole state on the edges of 
the stream, or in bayous whore there is 
still water. 
These tules are *^overed 
with finer debris, and the bayou or back­ 
water will oftentimes choke in the en­ 
trance, and bo permanently separated 
from 
the river. 
The vegetable 
mass 
rots on top, but stays for years, and 
sometimes for centuries, in a state of 
arrested decomposition beneath the sur­ 
face. 
This is the peat of Ireland and 
Scotland, and is the peat of such largo 
deposits as are found near Whiteside, 
Illinois, in some parts of Pennsylvania, 
and in smaller deposits almost 
any­ 
where in the world whore 
there 
are 
streams that flow through forests and 
meadows. 


CALIFORNIA 
PEAT. 


The poat deposits of California are 
found in ancient lakebeds, and in low 
spots loading away from 
the 
rivers. 
The tule grows with great luxuriance 
in California streams, and it is the tulo 
that is the basis of peat formation in 
this state. 
The river sweeps up all j 
i i n & of weeds and vegetable matter 
that wiD float, and brings it to the quiet 
placet. 
Tules also grow 
abundantly 
-where tke peat-bed is forming, and die 
-down eaeh year, forming an incred­ 
ible mat of vegetation. 


The form of the tule and other vege­ 
table matter is retained in the peat un­ 
til the poat is brought to the air, when 
it begins to disintegrate very rapidly. 
It is in this condition that it con tans 
the largest amount of humus 
(plant- 
food) and also rapidly forming material* 
for the making of humus. 


There is a story in the Literary Di­ 
gest of May 11, of this year, tolling of 
the so-called discovery of the wonder­ 
ful fertilizing properties of peat. This 
was of course no particular discovery. 
Poat has always bcon known to bo very 
fino fertilizer. 
Its use as a fortilizor 
has only been restricted by the location 
of .peat-beds from markot, it all hing­ 
ing on whether the peat can be trans­ 
ported in sufficient quantities, and at a 
price that would not be prohibitive. 
VARIES IN VALUE. 


All peat-beds vary in their fertilizer 
values. Some bods are uot worth dig­ 
ging into, because they contain stria- 
tions of clay, or sand. 
Often very line 
peat layers are found beneath layers 
of sand, showing that the river has been 
on a rampage at times. 
There are great 
peat deposits around Stockton, and in 
the Sacramento valloy, and there are 
peat-beds, which are in roality old lake 
beds in several of the southern counties. 


There are some of the very finest peat 
deposits in the state near Huntington 
Beach, in Orange county. 
These poat- 
lands have long been famous for their 
productivity. 
About three miles north 
of Huntington Boach there are big de­ 
posits that have been farmed on the sur­ 
face for the last twenty-five ye rs, and 
have made that locality famous for ce­ 
lery, potatoes, corn, beans, and nil kinds 
of crops that are ordinarily grown. 


It is one of these deposits that has 
been purchased by three orange grow­ 
ers of Covina, Olendora and Azusa, and 
they are now putting the peat on tho 
market as a fertilizer. 
The writer of 
this article made a journey a few days 
ago to this particular deposit, which 
amounts to about twenty acres, and is 
from seven to fourteen feet in depth. 


Peat in that district is often f*ound to u 
depth of more than 100 feet, but it is 
only commercially valuable to move it 
to a depth of from fifteen to twenty 
feet, as it costs too much money to dig 
it out. 
The land was bought by W. M. 
Warren, J. C. Wright and C. L. Nickle, 
all orange growers, well known in the 
valley, and the peat is being loaded on 
cars at Wintersburg, near Huntington 
Beach, and is being used more and more 
extensively by the orange growers as a 
humus reinforcement of 
the 
orchard 
soils. 


SHOWS HIGH ANALYSIS. 
A chemical analysis of this mater­ 
ial was made for these three men, and it 
was found that it carries nn average 
of two per cent nitrogen, one-half of 
one percent phosphoric acid, one fourth 
of one percent potash, fifteen percent 
actual humus, and 00 percent addition­ 
al humus in the process of rapid disin­ 
tegration, or what is known as humus 
forming material. 
The lowest analysis 
obtained from this deposit, and taken 
in its poorest spot was one and twenty- 
two hundredths nitrogen, thirty-seven 
hundredths 
phosphoric 
acid, 
twenty 
hundredths potash, seven and 
thirty- 
three hundredths actual humus, and for­ 
ty-six and nine hundredths humus form­ 
ing material. 
This is a total of fifty- 
three and thirty-nine hundredths humus 
and humus forming material, and shows 
thirty-seven and fifty-five hundredths of 
moisture 
content. 
Another 
analysis 
shows two and nine hundredths nitro­ 
gen, 
fifty-three 
hundredths phosphoric 
acid, 
twenty-six 
hundredths 
potash, 
nineteen and forty-four hundredths ac 
tual humus, 
fifty-six 
and eight hun­ 
dredths additional humus forming ma­ 
terial or total organic matter. 


This particular deposit is absolutely 
pure peat, and contains no clay, or dirt 
or impurities of any kind. 
It is cover 
ed by eight inches of soil that has been 
formed for many years, and which is al 
so peat, but which has been aerated and 
has become fine. It is in this kind of 
top soil that the wonderful crops ar« 
grown in that district. 


ENORMOUS CROPS. 
The farmers and citizens around these 
peat beds at Huntington Beach had so 
much fun poked at them because of the 
stories they told about this peat and 
the wonderful crops that it grew, they 
decided to make a number of affidavits, 
and they went at it in the regular way 
to convince outsiders of the truth of 
their 
assertions. 
An 
affidavit 
was 
given the writer, which had been on file 
in the Huntington Beach chamber of 
commerce, and which was signed by a 
number of the prominent men, includ­ 
ing bank officials and business men. 
It 
was to the effect that a careful demon 
stration was made on the twenty-acre 
ranch of H. Larter, which is a ranch 
in the midst of the pcatbeds, and. that 
the ranch was divided off into sections 
and a careful statement made of re 
suits. 
Here is the affidavit: 


Huntington Beach, Calif., 


October 28, 191". 
"We, 
the undersigned witnesses, hereby 
certify that, 
having examined 
and 
weighed the product grown on ono acre 
of ground on the twenty-acre 
ranch 
owned by H. Larter, about three miles 
north of Huntington Beach, we found 
the samo to consist of 11,203 pounds of 
corn, which equals 160 bushels, and 100 
sacks of potatoes |Hof 100 pounds each, 
all grown in one crop at one time. 
Po­ 
tatoes were dug in August and weighed 
in October. 
Tho corn was husked and 
weighed in October." 


This affidavit was signed by D. A. 
Pierce, Jacob Koons, M. R. Brower, and 
H. Larter. 
Mr. Larter has been farm­ 
ing in that locality for moro than fif­ 
teen yoars. 
He raises corn and pota­ 
toes at the same time, planting the corn 
between the rows 
of 
potatoes. 
This 
year he is raising a large acreago of 
lima beans. There is also on exhibi­ 
tion in Huntington Beitch samples of 
oats, of rye, corn and other crops, the 
size and yield 
of which has been so 
largo a'tf to make- it doubtful if tho 
printed statement would be 
believed. 
Some of these facts are somewhat like 
tho farmer and the giraffe. 
After the 
farmer had gazed at the giraffe for a 
half-hour, ho said: 


"Shucks, there ain't no such ani­ 
mal.'' 


Cashier C. E. Layering of one of the 
banks of Huntington Beach furnished 
additional stories of the fertility 
of 
this peat. 
W. D. Seely, a real estate 
man of that city has a little booklet, 
which speaks of corn scvonteen 
feet 
high, measuring nine feet to tho first 
ear of corn. 
Huntington Beach, is call­ 
ed " T h e Garden Boach" because of 
the great fertility of these peat-bods. 
COMPARED WITH MANURE. 


That it has a greater amount of fer­ 
tilizer in it to the ton than any barn­ 
yard manure, and that it is available, 
is the positive claim 
for 
this 
peat. 


Tests have been made by Huntington 
Beach people and by Messrs. Warren, 
Wright and Nickle in the matter of its 
availability to garden vegetables. They 
have obtained astonishing results from 
plots of peat brought to this valley. Its 
availability 
should 
not 
be 
compared 
with that of the highly concentrated 
fertilizers like nitrate of soda, sulphate 
of ammonia, blood, or high grade tank­ 
age. 
It should be compared with the 
fertilizers of the manurial order, such 
as barnyard manure, cover crops, or 
bean straw. And it contains on analy­ 
sis a much higher 
fertilizer 
content 
than 
any 
barnyard manure or bean 
straw. It is in a much more decomposed 
condition than any of these, and there­ 
fore 
becomes 
soluble 
and 
available 
more quickly. We do not find the actual 
humus content in straws or in manures 
at all until they are very well decom­ 
posed. Dr. Hilgard says on page. 128 of 
his " S o i l s . " 


"Assuming 
nothing is lost 
during 
the process of decay, it would take from 
five to twenty tons of dry plant debris 
to make one ton of humus." 


Prof. Snyder in the Minnesota Ex­ 
periment Station bulletin 53, determin­ 
ed that it took 32 and seven hundredths 
tons of fresh cattle manure, or over five 
tons of straw to make one ton of hu­ 
mus. 
The availability of peat is well 
established by countless experiments on 
tomatoes, 
potatoes, 
corn, beans, and 
barley. 


An average of 
fifty-eight 
cars of 
first-class 
barnyard manure, free from 
dirt, shavings and junk, such material 
as the rancher pays $3.50 per ton f. o. 
b., 
gives an analysis 
of 
forty-throe 
hundredths of nitrogen. The peat shows 
one and one-half per cent of nitrogen. 
A standard analysis from a big con­ 
cern dealing in barnyard manure gives 
it forty-nine hundredths of 
nitrogen. 
The average of those cars of barnyard 
manure gave nineteen per cent organic 
matter, or what is known as humus- 
forming material. The peat shows an 
analysis of sixty per cent. This is not 
hard to believe when one investigates 
the wonderful results when crops are 
grown in peat. 
Barnyard manure of 
the best kind contains not more than 
one-half to one per cent' of actual hu­ 
mus, 
while the peat shows that 
fifteen 
per cent of the sixty per cent of or­ 
ganic matter was actual humus, ready 
for the plant. The moisture content of 
peat and of barnyard manure, when 
averaged, showed that they were about 
the samo, which was 43 per cent. Thus, 
from the analyses taken it is shown that 
there is at 'least three times as much 
nitrogen in poat as in barnyard manure, 
and three times as much available or­ 
ganic-matter, not to take into Consid­ 
eration the actual humus. 


ITS MOISTURE CONTENT. 
A number of tests have beon made 
of the cars of peat shipped in from the 
Huntington Beach deposit to Covina, 
Glendora, and Azusa, and these cars 
average in moisture about forty 
per 
cent. 
It has varied froni thirty 
per 
cent to fifty-five per cent. 
It is dry 
enough to be in good mechanical con­ 
dition, and compares very favorably in 
dryness with any barnyard manure. An 
average of fifty-eight cars of first class 
barnyard manure last year showed a 
moisture content of 44 per cent, as 
against 40 per cent for the peat. 
The 
peat is easily put into the soil (with a 
disc, it being similar to leaf mold, and. 
quickly disintegrates. 


FERTILIZER FAMINE. 
One of the matters confronting tho 
rancher, Jwhich makes peat, or 
any 
new fertilizer an attractive proposition, 
is that all kinds of fertilizer is getting 
to be scarcer than hen's teoth. 
Barn­ 
yard manure is going off the. market. 
The automobile and the truck and the 
tractors are causing barnyard fertilizer 
to becomo almost a thing of tho past. 
There will always bo more or less cow 
manure and goat manure, but tho de­ 
mand for it is so great that it is getting 
prohibitive in price when sold on analy­ 
sis. 


The chemicals, the 
phosphates 
and 
other materials that go into commercial 
fertilizer are getting harder to obtain. 
This country is of course not getting 
any of those materials from Germany, 
which has been the great producer of 
fertilizer materials. 


Tho rancher is confronted by a ser­ 
ious shortage in fertilizers, and espec­ 
ially in tho humus-making fertilizers. 
If poat can be purchased at a reason­ 
able rate as based on analysis, and can 
be obtained in quantity, as is in the 
case 
of 
this deposit 
at 
Huntington 
Beach, it would seom that the question 
of poat is a very live ono for the ranch­ 
er to get acquainted with. 


Certainly, we know that peat, since 
tho human beings began to farm, has 
invariably produced big crops, in fact 
bigger crops than any other known soil. 
Tho Literary Digest, in commenting on 
tho Illinois doposit, says that poat is a 
new tonic for the soil, but this, of 
course, is far from true, for pent is ono 
of the oldest fertilizers known. 


Can the citrus ranchers get lots of itl 
Plenty of it, and he can get it reason­ 
ably choap. The quality of this Hunt­ 
ington Beach peat is beyond disputo, 
and we know what it shows in analy­ 
sis. 
There only remains the question of 
getting it to the rancher, and getting 
enough of it to him cheaply so that he 
can rebuild the humus content of his 
' orchard.

Lient Douglas Tells 
of Directing Gun-Fire 


«

With the 287th EBeadrillc Francais. 


April 23, 1918. 


D e a r ?Eather: 


•It i s more than two weeks sincp I 
have 
heard 
from you, but doubtless 
there are letters from y o u . that 
will 
reach rnc soon, as I hhd some mail for­ 
warded, from my last post today. 


"Well, the b i g fight still goes on. and 
tho French slogan at Verdun still ap­ 
plies: " T h e y must not pflss." But with 
Russia out of the war and the Germans 
being 
able t o direct 
their 
smashes 
against parts of the line of their own 
choosing, i t i s a serious business. I t is 
tough for the British to see ordnance 
used against them that they supplied to 
Russia and that has since the default 
of that country been taken by the Ger­ 
mans. 
Unless the Germans have some 
new form of barbarity to unloose in 
this war, I do not think they will ever 
succeed in breaking through. I t is dif­ 
ficult 
to conceive of anything mora ter­ 
rible than the use of gases. I cannot 
account for their not winning 
when 
they started that business, except for 
the same lack of .imagination in their 
higher commands that made a failure 
for them at the tremendous struggle of 
the Marne. All around where I am are 
evidences of that first wonderful six 
•weeks of the war. The devastated vil­ 
lages are prominent landmarks of that 
fight, which was on too big a scale even 
for the German generalship to compre­ 
hend. The French with the Marne and 
the British with such successes as the 
S o n m e and Vimy Ridge behind 
them 
are never going to give up the 
fight. 
And now the Americans, although in 
comparatively 
small 
numbers, 
have 
proved themselves real allies. *They are 
able to take on all the Germans' that 
-can come across. 
They have done well 
under 
fire. 
What wo want now are 
Americans b y the hundreds of thou­ 
sands, and then we will start in and be 
the aggressors, and finish once for all 
the rule of, the Kaiser and his junker 
party. When that time conies I believe 
there will be such a social revolution 
in Germany that the present 
fighting 
strength of the German army will sud­ 
denly' break, and w e can demolish their 
military machine. 


I have 
expressed a rather 
lengthy 
opinion about the war in general, so 
will now come back to particulars, and 
mention some of the things I am doing 
and what I see. 


If w e could move this war Cut to 
Southern, California I believe a decision 
would be reached in a short time. 
This 
•weather i s very poor for a war of move- 
'ment, and that*is what must eventually 
come about all along the line. I t i s 
more 
than two weeks now that the 
•weather has been bad almost continu­ 


ously. There have been only two days 
fit for flying when visibility was at all 
good. 
For the past ten days I have 
been ready to regulate fire for Ameri­ 
can batteries. 
This afternoon at four 
o'clock the French captain said I might 
try it. and if it whs not good to make a 
surveillance. I went up, but at .1000 
meters I ran into a fog, and over tho 
river ( a very famous one) I got rain, 
which stings smartly in an aeroplane. 
I had my battery fire a couple of salvos, 
but my objective was well inside the 
German lines, and with the darkness of 
the weather, impossible to regulate on 
successfully. 
A German 
antiaircraft 
battery fired about eight rounds at me, 
but did not come very close. It wns in­ 
teresting to watch the high 
explosive 
shells popping 
around. 
They 
make a 
sharp crack yon can hear above the 
roar of the motor. 


I have been at some interesting liais­ 
ons with the French. One day I visited 
headquarters of one of our divisions. 
I saw a lot of Americans in one hospi­ 
tal who had been gassed. That day we 
had lunch with the colonel and his staff 
of French divisional artillery. They are 
a sociable lot, and I can get by in a 
fair 
manner 
with the language. We 
spent the afternoon in getting acquaint­ 
ed with 
different 
infantry 
regimental 
headquarters in the sector. Some of the 
officers have real homelike dugouts in 
the rear trenches. 
One colonel had a 
fireplace 
in his. They all appreciated 
aerial observation and are ready to co­ 
operate as far as possible. 
There was 
some 
firing, but nothing 
burst 
closer 
than 300 yards. You see the results of 
shelling 'around you, but you hardly 
expect 
another to drop there at the 
time you arc present. 


I am well and am still enjoying good 
French 
fare. 
The captain 
suggested

Review of New Law 
For Women Workers 


BY-PRODUCTS OF ORANGES. 


The management of the Redlands by­ 
products 
plant has reported to the 
county horticultural commissioner that 
1,665,150 pounds of oranges were used 
last' year and produced 129,7(56 pounds 
of dried orange peel, 122,494 pounds of

The hew regulations of the Industrial 
welfare commission 
fixing a minimum 
wage for women and minors nnd estab­ 
lishing an eight-hour day for both of 
these classes of labor is going to make 
the cost of packing citrus fruits higher, 
especially where it becomes 
necessary 
as a matter of emergency to mork over­ 
time. 


The new ruling went into effect May 
9, nnd after 
that date no woman or 
minor of either sex under IS years of 
ago mny work more than 48 hours a 
week, unless in case of emergency, and 
in that event the employe must be paid 
time and a quarter, or 25 per cent more 
than the established minimum wage. 


The new ruling is quite drastic and 
the commission has absolute power to 
enforco it, but it has been 
explained 
that there is no effort on the part of 
the industrial commission to make its 
provisions interfere with whatever ov­ 
ertime is required on account of neces­ 
sity for packing the fruit. 


Onei feature of the bill 
which is 
likely to provoke considerable 
differ­ 
ence of opinion is that placing a con­ 
struction on what is an " experienced 
woman or minor." The new rule speci­ 
fies 
that an " e x p e r i e n c e d " pneker is 
one who has worked three 
weeks in 
the branch in which she is engaged. 


Ten dollars a week is fixed as the 
minimum compensation for an experi­ 
enced woman or minor engaged in the 
fruit or vegetable 
packing 
industry, 
and eight dollars a week i s set as the 
lowest amount that may be paid for 
an inexperienced woman or minor. The 
citrus industry i s specifically designat­ 
ed as one" of the branches of the busi­ 
ness which shall be covered. 


In order to establish a like rate for 
the woman or minor who i s employed 
on the piece, bonus or commission ba­ 
sis, it is provided that the worker shall 
receive not less than the minimum rate 
required on the time basis. 


The employer is required to keep a 
record of the names and addresses of 
the women and minors employed, hours 
worked and amounts 
earned, 
which 
shall be subject to the approval and in­ 
spection of the industrial welfare com­ 
mission. Free access to the company's 
employment records and place of busi­ 
ness is required for the representatives 
of the commission. In the case of emer­ 
gency work when it i s necessary to get 
the fruit packed for shipment, women 
and children may be employed 
more 
than eight hours in a day or 48 hours 
'in a. week provided t h e y are compen­ 
sated at the rate of one and a* quarter 
times the regular rate. 


The commission may issue a permit 
to allow a woman disabled from doing 


a full dny's work to work for less than 
the scale established. 


The 
penalty for infraction 
of/ tho 
rules is $50 fine or 30 d a y s ' imprison­ 
ment, or both. 


The working conditions for women in 
the 
citrus 
packing 
houses have 
been 
pronounced as excellent by the indus­ 
trial 
welfare 
commission in cases in 
which they have investigated.

Many photographs were taken of the 
volumes of dust which were projected

branches of the wide-spreading walnut 
trees. 
The preparation

caso was tobacco dust and kaolin, the 
latter being included only to give the 
preparation body to stick on the leaves. 


The dusting w a s aimed at aphis, only 
a f e w of which were found on the lower 
branches at least.

plied through two long pipes, and then 
through one shorter one with greater 
force from the machine, which was car­ 
ried 
about the orchard on a truck. 
Prof. Smith w a s chiefly interested in 
the mechanical efficiency and in which 
the dust w a s c a n i e d best.

Large Gathering 


Last Thursday afternoon over a hun­ 
dred and forty mothers of the grade 
school; children met for the closing 
meeting of the year ati the Reed school 
auditorium. The rather unusual size of 
the gathering was due in part to the 
general affection and rogard for Miss 
Edwards, the principal, who is soon to 
start for work in Franco. 


The opening music of the program 
was 
given by tho children in Miss 
Sharp'8 room, and with 
;the little peo­ 
ple as accompanists, was of a bright, 
hp.ppy nature and well given, shewing 
excellent training. 


The topic for tho afternoon's discus­ 
sion was tho plan of the federal govern­ 
ment to make 
this 
year a 
special 
" c h i l d welfare" year, in the hope to 
save one hundred thousand of the three 
hundred thousand babies who die ani 
nually in this country. Mrs. Coman was 
in charge of the discussion, and said 
that it was safer to be a soldier of the 
allies at the French front than to be an 
American 
baby, for tho government 
statistics show that 
while the death 
rate on the battlefield is but two per 
cent, that of babies under ono year is 
fourteen. Figures were also quoted to 
show that twenty-nine per cent of our 
drafted and enlisted men were rejected 
b y our government for active service 
because of somo physical defect. 
Tests 
and examinations in our public schools 
also show a largo percentage of defects 
of eyes, cars, throat and teeth, which 
can easily and quickly be remedied. 


The plans of the government, under 
t h e able direction of Miss Lathrop, 
ask that every child under fifteen be 
weighed and measured each month, reg­ 
istered and carefully guarded. Women's 
organizations all over the country are 
cooperating in this work, and very soon 
definite local work will bo recommend­ 
ed. Mrs. Carson, supervisor of the coun­ 
t y nurses, and Mrs. Bears, the local dis­ 
trict school nurse, were present at the 
m e e t i n g and the former spoke, urging 
th% active cooperation of the women 
present, that they be interested and 
JnelpfaJ,. not oiply -with their own chil- 
<Uen, butwiQi the babies in their imme­ 
diate neighborhood.

j Known Only to the Stats Department 
| and Listed on the Private Record* 
j Only by Numbers, Their Brave Deeds 
I 
Never Win Them Public Honor*. 


The secret 
service of the United 
States government, that little band of 
men who are known only to the state 
department and wbose names appear 
In the secret archives of the United 
States us "A-41" or "C-2175." live lives 
that for adventure and heroism make 
the average "best seller" hero look 
like a tarnished Imitation. 


So little Is known by the general pub­ 
lic of the secret agents of our govern­ 
ment that to the average person it 
flopms probable no sucb body of men 
exists. As a matter of fact, the vast 
majority of the citizens of the country 
seem to think the secret service, which 
in reality is attached to the treasury 
department. Is intrusted with diplo­ 
matic work of the "underground" or­ 
der. 


This, however, is not the case. Al­ 
though It is the duty of the secret serv­ 
ice and the department of Justice op­ 
eratives to run down plots of different 
kinds that are brewing almost con­ 
tinuously within the confines of our 
own borders, they are sent out of the 
country only on special occasions or 
when a cloud on a foreign 
horizon 
seems to warrant the mission. 
' In far off Russia, in China, Japan, 
Germany, 
France, 
England, 
South 
America, and, in fact, every inhabited 
part of the globe, there flits the diplo­ 
matic phantom—the "secret agent." 


How muny times he has intercepted 
such documents as the Zimmermdnn 
note will probably never be known out­ 
side of diplomatic circles, but that par­ 
ticular feat is a good example of the 
work done by these "watchdogs of 
the mist." 
Using fictitious names and 
uumbers, 1 will outline their work. 


When the war broke out In Europe, 
broke with all the suddenness of a 
furious thunderstorm, it was no' sur­ 
prise to those engaged in the great 
game of "dodging death."

Ou the Russian border Ivan Musco­ 
vite, whose reports were signed "with 
another number and letter, straight­ 
way informed Washington of the'ltus- 
sian preparations, while In France'and 
England Andre Le Rene and Cyril 
Frotblnghum respectively reported the 
doings of these two great nations. 


The youth of Teutonic appearance is 
killed by a taxlcab, plainly ah accident, 
yet the taxicab had followed the Teu­ 
tonic youth many blocks and was In 
all probability driven by a decrepit old 
chauffeur, who was known to WI1- 
belmstrasse ns X-997,681 and who had 
received notification of the Teutonic 
youth's activity In the vicinity of some 
district of military importance. 


So died the Teutonic youth. On the 
register at Washington "B-45" is cross­ 
ed off as dead, and "B-X" rushes from 
Dresden to take his piace. The Teu­ 
tonic youth is an American, born and 
raised, fighting to protect his country; 
but, even knowing that bis life is in 
continual danger, he can make no ap­ 
peal for aid. He has done his duty. 
He is dead.

"sudden death."

"It is considered a good suggec- 
tion if car owners, in removing a 
tire, would mark an arrow on it in- ' 
dicating the direction the tire has 
been running. 
Thus in replacing it,

justed to run,in the right direction. 
It would be well to obey the same 
theory in regard to a spare tire— 
mark an arrow to indicate the di­ 
rection in which the tire has been 
running."
